There are special questions for each. Let’s 
take them up separately. 

For the Grain Farmer: Cash grain 
farming fits best on rich, level land. It 
may be almost a necessity on farms with 
no buildings for livestock. It fits the 
man who has no particular love for farm 
animals and no knack in handling them. 
Farmers who like to plow under big crops 
of sweet clover or other green manures 
can make it go and still keep up the land. 

Does that fit your situation? If so, then 
probably you should keep on with cash 
grain farming. But if you and your farm 
do not fit these cash grain farming quali- 
fications, then you should consider some 
change in your farm plan. 

Hog raising is easily started on grain 
farms. You have hog feed. Expansion of 
hog raising is rapid. And it requires less 
capital than other livestock enterprises. 


Cattle feeding or dairying are other 
possibilities. They require rather 
large capital investments. And you 
would need to turn part of your grain 
acres into grass. 


Any kind of livestock farming will 
equalize the grain farmer’s labor require- 
ments over the entire year. To some ex- 
tent, you get away from the rush seasons 
and the slack seasons. 

For the Hog Raiser: Hog raising is for 
farms that produce a lot of corn, oats and 
legumes. Hogs eat concentrates mostly. 
Success requires some capital investment 
in equipment and fences. Good hog rais- 
ers like their hogs, so they learn how to 
take care of them. 

If your farm produces hog feed, and if 
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you have fairly good luck with pigs, then 
you should think twice before going out 
of the hog business. Because good hog 
raisers get from $120 to $150 for each $100 
worth of feed consumed. 

But suppose you raise only four or five 
pigs per litter. Or are plagued by disease 
year after year. Then you should con- 
sider some other kind of livestock. All 
hog raisers don’t make money. 

The hog farmer, like the grain farmer, 
can go to beef cattle feeding or to dairy 
farming. The shift to cattle feeding is 
not too disturbing. But more grass and 
less corn will be required in either case. 

For the Cattle Feeder: Cattle feeding 
fits best on farms that produce both grain 
and rough feed in rather large quantities. 
The good cattle feeder is the man who 
likes the excitement of taking a chance. 
It’s no business for anyone who worries 
unless he thinks he has a sure thing. 


If the risk in buying feeders looks 
too great, the cattle feeder can shift 
toward beef cows and raise his own 
feeders. Or he can shift toward more 
hogs. Hog raising with a moderate 
amount of cattle feeding makes a live- 
stock plan with comparatively little 
risk. 


The cattle feeder should not shift to 
dairying if he has the dislike for cows that 
many beef men have. The successful 
dairy farmer must like his cows. 

For the Dairyman: The dairy cow is‘a 
heavy consumer of high-quality rough 
feed. Dairying fits perfectly on farms 
with lots of grass and small fields that 
can be planted to corn or other crops 
for silage. It’s the kind of farming for the 
small farm with lots of year-around labor. 

Forghe man with that kind of a farm— 
and the necessary buildings—there is no 
question about the kind of farming. It’s 
a dairy unit. Neither grain farming, hog 
farming nor cattle feeding would be profit- 
able on such a farm. 

But dairy farming is not limited to a 
certain type of farm. Any farm with good 
land can make a dairy farm. A large 
farm with rotation pastures can produce 
the bulky feed. But you must have the 
labor. 

Probably the farm management prob- 
lem to which the dairy farmer should give 


_most attention is the milk and butterfat 


production per cow. Recent studies show 
that one cow producing 400 pounds of 
butterfat makes more money over feed 
cost than do four cows producing 200 
pounds of fat per cow. 


Production per cow is something to 
think about when your farm manage- 
ment plan is being examined. Dairy 
farming is a poor sideline. Either do 
the job well from breeding to feeding 
or go into some other livestock enter- 
prise—even if you have to find anoth- ~- 
er farm to do it. 


There are many other management 
problems for any type of farmer. Is your 
farm too large or too small? Do you have 
too little machinery for best labor-saving 
results? Or do you fail to make your ma- 
chinery investment pay for itself? 

There may be special questions on your 
farm. Get the answers if you can. 

Farming has become a business. You'll 
have to make it pay if you’re-to have a 
good living and stay put.

Ceilings products—and to lower

What is the consumers’ case? Food 
prices are higher, in relation to pre-war, 
than clothing, rent or other items in the 
cost of living.

When the answers were broken down, 
as shown on this page, it became evident 
that most farmers will continue to raise 
their own pigs at least until the price of 
feeder pigs drops. 

One Iowa pig hatchery is selling all the 
two-month-old feeder pigs it can produce 
at $15 per head, buyer’s choice. And it 
can’t keep up with the demand. 

When you look at the figures in the 
table herewith, you can see that only 2 
per cent of the farmers were willing to 
pay as high as $15 for weanling pigs. 


But the strength of the feeder pig 
market lies in the fact that Iowa 
alone produces 16 to 19 million pigs 
a year. Two per cent is 300,000 or 
more pigs per year. 

Even 300,000 feeder pigs are far more 
than can be produced by the specialized 
farms in that business now. And if the

Thus, only 7 per cent of the farmers inter- 
viewed would pay $13 or more for feeder pigs. 
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price were lowered to $12 per head, 29 
per cent of the farmers interviewed would 
be willing to put their cash down on the 
line. 

Two facts seem evident when you look 
at the figures in this Wallace-Homestead 
Poll. First, percentage-wise, there is only 
a small number of Iowa farmers willing 
to pay the market price for feeder pigs. 
But even that small percentage represents 
a demand that won’t be filled for some 
time. 

Second, if the price for feeder pigs can 
be lowered a little, a good many more 
farmers would be interested in buying. 

How much of this demand is caused by 
a favorable price outlook for pork, and 
how much is caused by a desire for farm- 
ers to be rid of the work and chores con- 
nected with farrowing? Probably both 
reasons are reflected in the Poll figures. 


Here are some comments from the 
farmers interviewed: 


“Pigs had better be good and inspected 
to the “nth” degree. Or we will have in- 
filtration of necro and dozens of new pig 
diseases.”—Clay County. 

“There’s getting to be so much disease 
in hogs, probably it would be better to 
get pigs that are raised in clean, sanitary 
quarters, provided they could be bought 
at a reasonable price. So many things 
can happen to a sow. It certainly would 
take the headache out of pig-raising to 
get pigs already raised and rarin’ to go.” 
—Audubon County. 

“Even if I could buy pigs at the right 
price, and they were healthy, there is too 
much risk of disease from trucks or 
barns.”—Black Hawk County. 

“You’d have too much money in pigs 
by buying them. Too big a chance of loss 
at that age. It’s cheaper to farrow your 
own.”’—Johnson County. 


“What next? Pig hatchery now; 
next, maybe human hatchery. Times 
are great. I am glad I am over 55.” — 
—Shelby County. 


“To buy pigs would be such a change. 
I believe it will be slow coming into popu- 
larity.” —Pottawattamie County. 

“IT can’t say what I’d pay for pigs next 
spring because I don’t know what the 
price of hogs will be.”—Union County.

~ Corn Borer Is Triekv 


It Takes Constant Study To Keep 
A Step Ahead Of This Costly Pest

This is the first article in a series 
about European corn borer research 
in the United States and Iowa.

S HARMFUL pests go, the 


European corn borer is a tricky lit-

The European corn borer has been in 
this country at least since 1917. He pid- 
died around for a few years before he got 
going strong.

The borer’s trickiness makes him 
hard to control, Usually, entomolo- 
gists can get an insect’s life pattern 
down pretty pat. For example, they 
know it’s just about a sure thing that 
1951 and ’53 will be white grub years 
and that °52 and °54 will be Junebug 
years. 


But the borer doesn’t play according to 
the rules. Entomologists can’t even say 
for sure how many generations of borers 
there will be next summer. Sometimes 
there’s only one; lowa usually has two; 
now and then there may even be three. 

Other discrepancies in the borer’s be-

havior are pointed out by Dr. William G. 
Bradley. Bradley is entomologist in 
charge of European corn borer research 
for the federal Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine. His headquarters are 
at Ankeny, Iowa, center of the USDA’s 
borer research program. 

Bradley works closely with Dr. H. M. 
Harris, Iowa state entomologist and head 
of the lowa State College department of 
zoology and entomology. And with ento- 
mologists in all other states where borers 
are a problem. 


The borer doesn’t build to regular 
peaks, then decline to predictable 
lows. Bradley has population counts 
for 25 years. They show that a new 
peak one year may be followed either 
by a still higher peak or a new low 
the next year. 


sut it just isn’t true that corn borers 
tend to build up to an early peak in a 
new area, then level off. Bradley has the 
counts in Connecticut, for example. After 
14 years there, the borer hit a new high. 
Almost twice as high as anything ever 
known before. 

So don’t count on borers fading away 
in lowa. 

Entomologists don’t know all about the 
borer’s weather habits. Or his corn pref- 
erences. They do know he likes good corn 
and good corn weather. 

He not only causes more bushels’ worth 
of damage in high-yielding corn, but also

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causes a higher percentage of loss in the 
good corn. 

The borer is tricky in another way, too. 
You can count his numbers. But you can’t 
predict what the count means. A high 
population in the fall may mean a terrific 
increase in borers the next year. Or it 
may not. 


A heavy moth flight doesn’t mean 
a big batch of borers in every case. 
And survival rates on baby borers 
may vary from 2 or 3 to 15 or 20 per 
cent. 


It is known, Bradley points out, that 
the borer is tremendously affected by 
current local conditions. And those cli- 
matic factors which do influence his num- 
bers evidently operate over a considerable 
geographic area. But they are not the 
same over the whole country in one 
season. 

The whole western corn belt favored 
the borer in 1949. That wasn’t true in 
eastern corn-growing areas. 

Just recently, the borer was found as 
far west as Greeley, Colo. What will he 
do under irrigation at 4,000 feet, on the 
same hybrids we grow in Iowa? No one 
knows. But that’s good 100-bushel corn 
country. If the borer likes good irrigated 
corn, he’ll have a picnic. 

This much Bradley is certain about: 
You’re wrong if you think eastern farm- 
ers live with the borer and pay no atten- 
tion to him. 

True, after 25 years they consider the 
corn borer a part of farming. But they 
plan on treating him. They know he'll 
be there. So they plan on control -just 
as an orchardist plans on spraying his 
trees. 

Enough of the problem. Where are the 
answers? They are coming. 

Tho the budget for corn borer con- 
trol research is penny-pinching and 
niggardly, considering the value of 
the crop involved, the research men 
have some answers already. 


Research on European corn borer falls 
into four rather distinct but overlapping 
fields. 

Centered here in Iowa, at Ankeny, the 
USDA research program is cooperative 
with all infested states. That research, 
and recommendations coming from it, 
will be considered in the remaining 
articles in this series. 

If anything at all good can be said 
concerning the corn borer, it might be 
the fact that most control measures fit 
fairly well into good. farming practice 
with standard farm machines. 

Next article in this series, for example, 
will discuss control by ordinary farming 
methods. That’s one phase of the pro- 
gram. 

Another phase is to find hybrids that 
withstand ravages of heavy infestation. 
Some of those corns already are released. 
Naturally, you want to grow the best hy- 
brids, so this development fits into your 
regular operations, too. 

Another step is control by insect para- 
sites. That doesn’t bother your farmmg 
operations. 

Chemical control will be discussed in 4 
final article. True, it’s added expense and 
labor. But you certainly can’t charge the 
sprayer just to corn borers. For it has 
scores of standard farm uses.

Use Strip Cup To Spot Infection Early; 
Then Treat At Once With Proper Drug

Here Dr. Herrick tells about 
treatment of the disease. 


HE medicine cabinet on the 

vall in the average dairy barn 

is an impressive sight. Usually it 

contains several types of treat- 
ment for mastitis. 

Most dairymen report that treat- 

ment is not. always successful. 


Others say that treatment has 
cleared up a lot of mastitis for 
them. 

A dairyman in Black Hawk 
county, Iowa, wishes that some- 


éne would develop a treatment for 
mastitis that would do the job 
with one application. And a young 
Holstein breeder believes that pen- 
icillin takes care of most of his 
troubles. 


Let’s take a closer look at 
the mastitis problem and see 
if we can tell why a given 
treatment will work for one 
dairyman and not for another. 


Several different types of or- 
ganisms may cause mastitis. A 
drug may be effective against one 
type of organism but not against 
a second type. 

Once mastitis germs gain en- 
trance into the teat canal and 
udder, they attack the milk-secret- 
ing tissue. The cow attempts to 
throw off the disease by replacing 
the milk-secreting tissue with scar 
tissue. But by then, permanent 
damage has been_done. 

So the key to successful treat- 
ment of mastitis is speed—speed 
in detection and speed in treat- 
ment. You need to spot the trou- 
ble early and treat it before per- 
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manent damage has been done. 
That’s why use of the strip cup is 
so important. 

In milking the first squirts from 
each quarter into a strip cup, 
you can see any changes in the 
consistency of the milk. If ropy, 
stringy or bloody milk is found, 
that quarter is infected. If the 
quarter is hot and hard and if the 
cow is off feed, better call your 
veterinarian at once. 

He can select the type of drug 
needed and can show you how to 
use any future treatments. This 
is a practice commonly followed 
by dairymen in the northeast sec 
tion of Iowa. 

In this way, a skilled eye is used 
to diagnose the type of mastitis. 
And a skilled hand shows the herd 
owner how to give succeeding] 
treatments if needed.

There are several different 
drugs offered to dairymen te 
treat mastitis. In general, ne 
one drug is effective in all 
cases. This again goes back to 
the fact that several different 
types of organisms cause ma* 
titis. y 
Dairymen often defeat the pur 

pose of treatment when they fail 
to use surgically clean injection 
needles. No type of object, instru 
ment or drug should be inserted 
in the teat canal unless it is sub 
gically sterile. 

Experience has shown time and 
time again that treatment alone 
will not combat mastitis. The 
dairyman who fails to use sant 
tion practices is tossing a lot of 
money down the drain. Treat 
ment alone will not do the job. 
But treatment is highly successful 
if proper sanitary measures are 
used too.

OVERNOR William S. Beards- 
ley was optimistic about 
Iowa road improvements in his 
message to the Iowa legislature 
in its opening week. Said the gov- 
ernor: 
“It is entirely possible that with- 
in the next two vears an addition- 


a! 25,000 farm homes will have 
all-weather roads.” 
What about lIowa’s_ primary 


people say 
are narrow and dangerous? The 
governor said that the 1951 pri- 
mary road construction program 
calls for five times as many new 
and modernized were 
built in 1950.

“The only uncertainty. in the 
continued expansion of the road 
program is the national defense 


emergency,” said the governor. 
“Up to now it has not been neces- 
sary to slow up our program in 
any material way.” 

Election of William S. Lynes, 
57, Waverly drainage engineer and 
farmer, as speaker of the house, 
showed the independence of that 
chamber of 108 members. 

Lynes won the Republican nom- 
ination for speaker on the fifth 
ballot of the GOP party caucus by 


| defeating Rep. Clifford Strawman, 


Anamosa lawyer and farmer, and 
five other candidates. 

Strawman was supported by for- 
mer Speaker G. T. (Gus) Kuester, 
Griswold farmer, who had much 
to do with Beardsley’s nomination 
in the 1948 Republican primary, 


|}and was the governor’s spokesman 


in the house. A combination 
against Strawman put Lynes into 
the speakership. 


The Republican caucuses 
controlled the election of legis- 
lative officials because there 
are 41 Republicans and only 9 
Democrats in the senate, with 
93 Republicans and just 15 
Democrats in the house. Dem- 
ocrats didn’t even bother to 
put up candidates, 

This is a veteran legislature. 
Only 41 members of both houses 
have not had previous legislative 
experience. There are 39 senators 
who were in the 1949 session, and 
five who have been in the house. 
There are 69 representatives who 
were in the 1949 session, and four 
whd have been in previous ses- 
sions. 

Members of this session will re- 
ceive $2,000 compensation, twice 
many sessions.

The lieutenant 
speaker of the house get 
each for the session. The 1949 leg- 
islature increased the pay rates 

Farmers, as usual, predominate 
in the membership.

The unusual continuity of mem- 
bership from the 1949 to the 1951 
session is of advantage to the new 
legislature. This session will hav 
many of the same problems to 
face as it had two years ago. 

Governmental administrative re- 
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organization, revision of the sys. 
tem of apportioning state aid for 
local schools, and investigations of 
the liquor control commission ang 
the state secretary of agriculture 
are among the new subjects to be 
argued about. 

The governmental reorganiza- 
tion commission, appointed in 
1549 to make recommendations for 
streamlining state administrative 
functions, reported the state could 
save $5,000,000 a year by taking 
its advice. 

[It recommended giving the gov- 
ernor power to remove, as well as 
appoint, single administrators of 
a greatly reduced number of de- 
partments now managed by boards

of three, five or nine members.

Among the recommendations 
which drew early fire—and all of 
them did—is one which would re- 
place the conservation commis- 
sion and natural resources com- 
mission by a single commissioner.

Ed R. Baur of Madison county, 
president of the Iowa Association 
of Soil Conservation District Com- 
missioners, said the association 
will oppose the recommendation.

Another school fight is in pros- 
pect. The Iowa State Educational 
Association will ask the legisla- 
ture for an increase in state school 
aid to 35 million dollars per year, 
exclusive of the five million per 
year appropriated two years age 
for agricultural land credits. 

The teachers’ association 
not count agricultural land credits, 
which the lowa Farm Bureau sup 
ports, as direct aid to schools The 
increase asked for would be fron!

To Dehorn Calves 
Successfully 
When dehorning your young 
calves, you have to destroy or 
remove the horn buttons be- 
fore they attach to the skin 
and develop into horns. 


Horn buttons can be cut off 
with caustic paste or sticks. Smear 
vaseline around the base of the 
horn before using caustic. 

Recently an electric dehorner 
has been developed that has been 
successfully used.

Closing the bottom of each chute 
is a paddle-wheel affair, with an 
outside crank. Each quarter-turn 
of the crank throws out one pound 
of cow feed. Or more, if the feed 
is less bulky. He checks the weight 
when he changes mixtures. A se 
tion of plate glass in front shows 
if you have feed there. 

The chute is 54%x11% inches of 
the outside. He finds it doesn't 
need an agitator to feed down. 
But feed may bridge over in the 
bin above. So he just keeps a little 
pile over each chute. “You have 
be‘up there to throw down hay 
every day, anyway,” he said. 

To haul feed to the bin, he uses 
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g self-unloading trailer, which has 
a built-in auger. This augers the 
feed into a blower, which he con- 
nects to the bin by means of a few 
jengths of pipe. 

Another of his labor-savers is 
his exit door for the cows. “Any- 
hodv with a milking parlor should 
surely have this,” he said. 

There was the customary door, 
mounted on an overhead track, to 
let the cows out. “But pulling a 
rope to slide that open every time

What Position For 
Hatching Eggs? 

To the Editor: To settle an 
argument, tell us what posi- 
tion is best for hatching eggs 
in an incubator — straight up 
or on a slant? Some say air 
circulates better if eggs are 
upright. — Mrs. H. S., Lyon 
County, Minnesota. 


In most hatcheries, eggs, includ- 
ing goose eggs, are placed on a 
slant with the position changed 
once or twice a day. Air will cir- 
culate freely among the eggs 
whether they are straight up or on 
a slant. 

The important thing to remem- 
ber is to have the eggs turned reg- 
ularly during the period of incu- 
bation. 


No Insurance If 
Heat Is Used? 


To the Editor: Is it true that 
some farm fire insurance poli- 
cies prohibit the use of elec- 
tric light bulbs or heat lamps 
in pig brooders?—G. R., Cedar 
County, Iowa. 
Yes. In fact, 

fire insurance 


the Iowa standard 
policy for farms 
prohibits the use of crop driers, 
light bulbs and heat lamps or 
heating devices of any kind used 
as brooders for chicks or pigs un- 
less the policy is endorsed to per- 
mit such use and extra premium 
is paid. 

Insurance companies are glad 
to make the endorsement. But it 
is up to you to inform your agent 
and have him make the proper en- 
dorsement. Otherwise, your fire 
insurance policy would be sus- 
pended if loss resulted from the 
use of a prohibited heating device. 


Bonus Plan For 
Hired Men 


To the Editor: I'm trying 
to figure out a bonus plan for 
my hired man. Can you give 
me some pointers? — F. §., 
Kossuth County, Iowa. 


The bonus should be based on 
that part of the farming operation 
where the hired man has the great- 
est work and responsibility. Then 
his work will be connected direct- 
ly with his bonus. 

Here are some other pointers 
offered by J. B. Cunningham, farm 
management sp¢cialist at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. He says a plan 
of this type works best when a 
hired man receives going wages 
plus a bonus. Second, he says the 
bonus should be based on gross 
production or income rather than 
on net income. It might be 8 to 
12 per cent of each dairy check, 3 
to 7 per cent of the gross hog re- 
turns, etc. 

Last, the wage-plus-bonus agree- 
ment ought to be in writing, says 
Cunningham. You can draw up 
your own or get an attorney to 
draw one for you. 





How Divide Costs 
Of Tiling? 

To the Editor: A bundh of 
us want to tile our land. How 
should we divide the expenses 
if we go ahead with the tiling? 


—W. T., Murray County, Min- 
nesota. 
One common method is this: 


When the land is drained into a 
county drainage ditch, the cost is 
assessed according to the number 
of acres benefited. 

This method is often modified 
to some extent. For instance, sup- 
pose Farmer A, living close to the 
tile outlet, would need only an 
8-inch main plus laterals to drain 
his land. But he would need a 12- 
inch main if his neighbor, Farm- 
er B, above him, wanted to hook 
onto his tile. P 

Farmer B would then pay for 
his own mains and laterals plus 
the extra cost of the larger tile 
which was required on Farmer 
A’s land when Farmer B’s tile 
were hooked on. Farmer A would 
pay for his own laterals plus the 
cost of only an 8-inch main.

Choice: Formerly Good grade. 
The greater number of finished 
animals coming to market fall in 
this grade. 

Good: New grade for the top 
half of the old Medium grade. 

Commercial: Remainder or bot- 
tom half of the old Medium grade. 

Utility: New name for the old 
Common grade. 

Cutter and Canner: No change. 

The names for grades of stags 
and bulls are also changed. The 
old Medium grade was renamed 
Commercial. The old Common 
grade is now Utility.

Litterer, Floyd county, Iowa, is 


1951. At the best, they expect 
some set-back in soil conservation 
practices. 

Hervey Hazen, state PMA chair- 
man, asked the county men if 
farmers would raise more hogs on 
a corn-hog ratio of 12 or 13 to 1.

James Winston of Cass county 
said we could get some increase 
in hog production with ceilings at 
parity.

A hint on Washington thinking 
about hog production was dropped 
by Under-Secretary McCormick. 
“If the market price will not make 
hogs profitable,” he said, “we will 
have to use incentive payments.” 


It was also pointed out that 
the price-control law fixes par- 
ity as the minimum ceiling for 
farm products. But ceilings 
could be set higher than par-

Farm and Feedlot 
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Soybeans Okay For 
Fat Cattle 


To the Editor: Can whole 
ground soybeans be fed to fat- 
tening cattle?—W. B., Clinton 
County, Lowa. 


Ground soybeans can be fed to 
older fattening cattle satisfactori- 
ly. But, according to Morrison’s 
“Feeds and Feeding,” 
meal is a better protein supple- 
ment for calves. During the 
longer fattening period required 
for calves, they often tire of the 
fat-rich soybeans and tend to go 
off feed. 

But raw soybeans are satisfac- 
tory for yearlings or two-year- 
olds. Like corn, they need not be 
ground when pigs follow cattle.

Where Put Vapor 
Barrier? 

To the Editor: When you in- 
sulate a chicken house, where 
should the tar paper be placed 
with regard to the insulation? 
On the inside of the insulation 
or on the outside?—S. P., 
Worth county, lowa. 

Tar paper or other vapor barrier 
should be placed between the in- 
sulation and the inside air. 

The purpose of a vapor barrier 
is to prevent the moisture from 
working into the insulation and 
effectiveness In 
poultry and livestock shelters and 
in homes, the inside air is warm 
moisture

as it strikes the cooler air in the 
insulation. 

Usually the vapor barrier is put 
on the inside of the studding and 
then protected from mechanical 
damage by sheathing on the in- 
side. There is no danger from 
outside moisture if the outside 
siding is rain and snow proof,

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How Much Bedding 
For Stock? 


To the Editor: How much 
more of the fertilizing value 
of manure can be saved by the 
use of plenty of bedding as 
compared with where little or 
no bedding is used? —J. N., 
DeWitt County, Illinois. 


There is little question that bed- 
ding saves a great deal of the fer- 


tilizing elements in manure. You 
should use enough bedding to ab- 
sorb the urine. Pound for pound, 
urine has greater fertilizing value 
than the feces, except for hogs. 

For cattle and sheep, the urine 
may contain fully one-half of the 
nitrogen and three-fourths of the 
potassium in the total excrement. 
Even for hogs, one-third of the 
nitrogen and two-fifths of the po- 
tassium are contained in the urine. 

The fertilizing elements in urine 
are already in solution, and are 
much more readily available to 
plants. 





Treat Injured 
Tree Now 


To the Editor: A neighbor 
accidentally backed into my 
four-year-old elm tree. He tore 
off a six-inch strip of bark 
about two inches wide. How 
should I treat this tree? Should 
it be treated now or next 
spring?—I. E., Story County, 
Iowa, 


First step in treating a wound 
of this type should be to remove 
all of the loose and damaged bark, 
says Richard B. Campbell, lowa 
State College forester. This should 
be done with a sharp knife, so 
there will be a clean edge around 
the wound. 

After loose bark is removed, the 
wound should be in the form of an 
oval. Paint the wound with shel- 
lac. Then cover the wound with 
a tree-wound dressing. An asphalt 
base compound would be satisfac- 
tory. You can usually find a com: 
pound of this type at most hard- 
ware stores. 

The tree should be treated some 
fairly warm day this winter rather 
than waiting until spring.

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Artificial Calves 
Beat Dams 


Test-tube heifers in Iowa 
have whipped their dams in 
milk production, a check of 
DHIA records shows. 


The Iowa Artificial Breeding 
News Letter adds. up the produc- 
tion of 295 artificial heifers in 419 
lactations, finds they have pro- 
duced an average of 11,297 pounds 
of milk and 420 pounds of fat. 

The 295 dams in 684 lactations 
turned out an average of 10,188 
pounds of milk and 380.3 pounds 
of fat. 

That’s an increase of more than 
1,100 pounds of milk and 39 
pounds of fat for the heifers over 
their dams. 

The heifers checked were sired 
by 60 different bulls. 





Conservation And 
Fertilizer Pay 
Conservation practices and 
extra heavy fertilizer applica- 
tions combined to pay an extra 

$44 per acre each year of a 

four-year rotation at Purdue 

University. 

Purdue agronomists fertilized 
the conservation plots more heav- 
ily. Plots farmed by ordinary 
methods got normal amounts of 
fertilizer. 

The research men say extra 
yields worth $98 in four years re- 
sulted from the extra fertilizer 
plus the extra 7.5 per cent rainfall 
which stayed on the conservation 
fields. 

Cost of the extra fertilizer was 
$54 in four years. The conserva- 
tion-fertilizer plots produced 34 
bushels of corn, seven bushels of 
beans, seven bushels of wheat and 
one ton of hay above the normally 
farmed and fertilized plots. 





Pull Elevator From 
Top Or Bottom? 


To the Editor: Where should 
the power be applied on an in- 
side vertical elevator—at the 
main drive shaft or at the top 
of the elevator?—A. L., Adair 
county, Iowa. 


Power would be applied more 
effectively at the top. Then the 
weighted buckets are lifted by a 
direct pull with little friction on 
the chute sides or the lower ele- 
vator bearing. 

When applied 
the force lifting 
buckets must pull 
upper bearing. Both 
lower bearings are under 
friction. 

If both upper and lower shafts 
were in well-lubricated anti-fric- 
tion bearings, the additional power 
required would be small. But with 
plain bearings not well lubricated, 
lifting from the top of the ele- 
vator may not take more than half 
the power required at the bottom.

In March 


But Farm Groups So Far Have Defeated 


Moves To Cut Minimums On Farm Products 


Vy seer D. C.—Before 
President Truman made his 
“State of the Union” speech, a lot 
of farm people were scared stiff 
lest he yield to consumer pressure 
and recommend minimum price 
ceilings be cut below parity. 

Farmers don’t want ceilings of 
any kind. But most organization 
men here are sure that ceilings 
are what they are going to get. 
And if they get ceilings, théy want 
reasonable ones. 

City newspapers have been yell- 
ing their heads off about the pres- 
ent law, which forbids ceilings to 
be put on farm products below the 
parity level, or below the May 24- 
June 24 price, whichever is higher. 

The president scared farm peo- 

ple when he said in an interview 
that laws prohibiting ceilings at 
below-parity levels were interfer- 
ing with government efforts to 
control inflation. 3ut Secretary 
jrannan and farm congressmen 
were able to head off any presi- 
dential recommendations on this 
point. 

The administration will appar- 
ently stand pat on the present law, 
so far as minimum ceilings are 
concerned. But congressmen from 
city districts will probably make 
another try to have a change made 
in the law. 

MARCH CONTROLS: All the 
betting here is that controls of 
some kind will be set up as soon 
as the machinery can be organ- 
ized. March is the usual time se- 
lected. Another reason for pick- 
ing March is that some folks hope 
there Will be a drop in prices by 
that time. So ceilings ean be im- 
posed without a roll-back. 

FREEZE MARGINS: Officials 
here are convinced that proces- 
sors, wholesalers and retailers are 
taking too big a bite out of the 
prices consumers pay. Margins 
between producer and consumer 
may .be rolled back and frozen 
when the control program goes 
thru. 

GILLETTE’S PLAN: Senator 
Gillette of Iowa has been pushing

investigations in the cost of liv- 
ing, but he has now been moved 
from the committee on agriculture 
to the committee on foreign rela- 
tions. This means he’ll have more 
to say about war and peace, less 
about farm legislation. It is not 
certain who will take Gillette’s 
place in pushing investigations of 
marketing margins. 

PRICE SUPPORTS: President 
Truman may recommend price 
supports to go along with ceilings. 
Suppose farmers, in response to 
governmental urging, produce so 
much of one crop—hogs or milk— 
that the price drops. Should work- 
able supports be promised to make 
farmers feel they are safe in pro- 
ducing all that is asked for? 

MEXICAN CATTLE: You won't 
be able to buy Mexican feeder 
cattle for a while yet. A new out- 
break of foot-and-mouth has shown 
up. Mexican canned beef is now 
being imported again. But no live 
cattle can cross the line. 

WANT PEACE: Farm sentiment 
on war prospects is shown by a 
recent poll made by the Wisconsin 
Agriculturist. Only seven per cent 
wanted to declare war on Russia 
now, while 12 per cent recom- 
mended building up our forces in 
order to fight Russia later, But 
40 per cent said to build up our 
forces while trying to make a deal 
with Russia. And 33 per cent more 
wanted a United Nations plan for 
general disarmament. 

HOLD GRAIN: The _ Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has stopped 
selling corn, oats and barley over- 
seas. It is also shrinking the 
amount of corn for sale monthly 
on the domestic market. Some 
farm leaders think this isn’t 
enough. With heavy war demands 
in prospect, they feel all govern- 
ment corn and wheat should be 
locked up and saved for later 
emergencies. 

BUTTER UP: Have speculators 
been buying government butter in 
the hope of a price rise later? 
Some folks fear this. At any rate,

prices of butter and manufactured 
milk products in general are go- 
ing up. More and more milk is 
being sold in fluid form and less 
is going into butter and cheese. 

KOREAN WORRIES: Insiders 
here claim that the retreat in 
Korea, from Seoul south, was 
planned in advance and that our 
troops haven’t been taking as 
much of a beating as newspaper 
and radio reports indicate. They 
are falling back to shorter lines— 
probably around the port of Pusan 
—and will give the air force a 
chance at the lengthened Chinese 
and North Korean supply lines. 
Real military worry is whether 
war-like congressmen, such as 
Capehart of Indiana, will demand 
bombing of Red China and there- 
by drag us into a full-scale war 
with both China and Russia. 

WILSON VS. BRANNAN: Will 
Charles E. Wilson, the industrial- 
ist in charge of the war produc- 
tion program, be given the last 
word on agriculture, too? Nobody 
seems dead sure, but the feeling 
here is that Brannan and the De- 
partment of Agriculture will carry 
out any war-time farm policies 
and will be consulted when these 
policies are drawn up. 

MOVING TIME: As the new 
war agencies crowd into Washing- 
ton, some of the older agencies 
may have to leave. Secretary Bran- 
nan is considering shifting head- 
quarters of several of his divi- 
sions into the field. The Rural 
Electrification Administration, the 
Farm Credit Administration, the 
Farmers Home Administration, 
and the Soil Conservation Service 
may be moved to points like St. 
Louis or Kansas City. 





Battle Dangerous 
Wheat Rust 


Race 15B, the most virulent 
race of stem rust of wheat 
ever found in North America, 
broke out for the first time 
last summer over most of the 
nation’s bread-basket. It was 
identified in Iowa. 

Wheat scientists have mapped a 
two-fold attack. It includes a 
speed-up in barberry eradication 
in the United States and Canada 


and an intensive, faster wheat- 
breeding research program. 

All present commercial varie- 
ties of both durum and bread 


wheat are susceptible to the new 
race of rust. But some experiment- 
ai lines may be resistant, and re- 
searchers are on the lookout for 
them.

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NE of the newer farm sciences 

is work simplification, or sav- 
ing of labor. Specialists make time 
and motion studies of various 
farm jobs, then look for ways to 
improve efficiency. 

When the men making these 
studies speak of saving a lot of 
time and walking, they may be 
thinking in terms of saving only 
a couple of minutes night and 
morning, or 30 steps twice a day. 

That still adds up to two and a 
half 10-hour days a year and more 
than 10 miles of walking. 

Take manure’ hauling, for in- 
stance. Costs of this job vary 
widely from farm to farm, just as 
costs of other farm operations do. 
But exactly what does it cost? 
Does a tractor loader save money? 
Or does it just save time? 


To answer these and other 
questions, J. Fred Davis, Pur- 
due University, studied 127 
central Indiana farms. He se- 
lected farmers who were haul- 
ing hog manure, 


On those farms, the average to- 
tal labor and macninery cost per 
load—using a loader and two-plow 
tractor—was 88 cents. Where hand 
loading and tractor hauling were 
used, the cost was $1.28 per load. 

At a time when help was scarce, 
the tractor loader had this big 
advantage: It hauled three times 
as many loads in an hour. 

Among other things that ran 
costs away above average were 
crews that were too large, extra 
long hauls and inconvenient sheds. 

The labor-saving experts also 
have been looking at dairy barn 
arrangement. Here are some of 
their conclusions on _ pen-type 
barns with milking parlors. 

If you intend to go to the pen- 
parlor system, loafing pens should 
provide 60 square feet per cow, 
with two and a half feet of man- 
ger per cow.

No Trouble With 
Winter Pigs 


Combination Hog House And Drying Building 
Gets Double Use Out Of The Heating Plant 


—— in Dodge county, Minne- 
sota, have a new saying to 
indicate swine satisfaction. 

It goes like this: “Happy as a 
pig in the Hokanson brothers’ new 
hog house.” 

There’s good reason for it, too. 
The Hokansons—Car]! and Ernest 
—built a combination hog house 
and grain storage building that 
would assure them of big litters 
of pig pigs 

T-shaped and of brick tile con- 
struction, the building features a 
heating and ventilating system 
that makes it one of the most un- 
usual of its kind in the entire corn 
belt. As a result, the Hokansons 
are welcoming more visitors than 
at any time in their farming Cca- 
reers. 

The building was designed with 
a special point in mind. When the 
brothers came to Dodge county in 
1939 from North Dakota, they be- 
gan raising pigs in straw sheds. 
But this was unsatisfactory be- 
cause of problems created by mud 
in rainy spring weather. 


So in 1946 they outlined 
plans for a barn that would be 
free of drafts, easy to clean, 
and would reduce baby pig 
mortality to a low figure. With 
the help of such a building, the 
Hokansons raise around 300 
pigs a year with a low mortal- 
ity rate. 

The first floor of the building 
includes 14 farrowing pens, a feed 
room, a grain dryer and a furnace 
room. The hog part of the building 
is a long single-story structure, 
but the barn itself is two stories 
high. The two-story section houses 
four 1,000-bushel grain bins, plus 
another large bin for either grain 
xr baled bedding storage. 

The barn drying system on the 
Hokanson farm is unique because 
of its reversible nature. Hot air is 


forced thru a slatted floor for sev- 
eral hours, then is pumped back 
thru piles of hay or ear corn by 
an unusual duct-and-damper sys- 
tem. 


An oil-burning furnace furnish- 
the heated air for the drving 
eration. The air is heated to 


€ 
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about 100 degrees to dry corn or 
hay. This differs from some sys- 
tems which require the heating of 
the air to higher temperatures. 
It means that alfalfa or corn is 
dried without scorching. 

The furnace also keeps the hog 
house warmed to an exact 55 de- 
grees. As a result, the Hokansons 
claim their winter-farrowed pigs 
are not bothered by colds or at- 
tacks of flu. 

The ventilating system makes 
possible the elimination of drafts. 
A small fan delivers air into the 
hog barn thru a system of ceiling 
grilles. .Exhaust ducts remove 
moisture-laden air. 

The Hokansons are shirt-sleeve 
farmers — not city business men 
raising hogs as a hobby. They fig- 
ure their building is producing 
returns that make it well worth 
the cost.—Harold Severson. 





Can’t Beat Good 
Fertile Soil 


Using heavy doses of ferti- 
lizer, to increase protein con- 
tent of corn and thus cut down 
the amount of protein supple- 
ment needed for hogs, didn’t 
work in tests at Purdue Uni- 
versity. 

Extra fertilizer increased pro- 
tein in the corn all right—by 1.5 
to 3 per cent. But hogs ate less of 
that corn. The researchers believe 
the grain lacked palatability. 

They did learn that fertile soil 
produced best hog feed. And corn 
grown on naturally fertile soil con- 
tained more protein than corn 
grown on poor but highly ferti- 
lized soils. 

Moral seems to be: Keep your 
soil fertile thru erosion control, 
proper rotations and good farm- 
ing practices, along with adequate 
amounts of fertilizer as needed 
LIGHT APPLICATIONS of ma 

nure on land to be seeded next 
spring will improve your chances 
of getting a good legume stand. 
Heavy applications, however, may 
cause the oats to smother the clo 
ver completely.

You aren't careless, are you? 
That's what Jim Peterson said, 
too. But read what happened 
to him. It’s a true Iowa story 
told by N. J. Wardle, Iowa 
State College safety specialist. 


“"V 7E’RE on the home stretch, 

Frank. Ought to be finished 
by noon.” Jim Peterson and his 
neighbor had spent the morning 
sawing up logs for fireplace fuel. 

“Yes, but we’ll have to hurry. 
Only 45 minutes left.” 

“Now don’t go getting in a 
rush,” Jim replied. “Don’t forget, 
hurry causes accidents.” 

“Sure, sure,” said Frank “And 
I suppose you think there ought 
to be a shield on that saw, too.” 

“Well, that’s different. We're 
smart enough to watch the saw. 
Now let’s have another log.” 

The saw started with a whir 
and settled down to a steady*hum 
at full speed. Jim and Frank 
picked up a log and put it on the 
carriage. The whir changed to a 
whine as Jim pulled the saw into 
the log. 

Sawdust flew as the saw bit 
rapidly thru the log. A section fell 
to the ground, and log and carrier 
were moved up. Then another 
section fell, and another. 


The pieces piled up until 
Jim had to kick one away as 
it rolled under the saw. Then 
another and another. Each 
time he pushed a section of 
log away, his foot passed close- 
ly under the saw. 


Suddenly ... Jim felt a jar. Then 
a stabbing pain in his foot After 
that, just a numb feeling 

Jim’s foot was badly mangled. 
But, luckily, he didn’t lose it. 

Rules for safe sawing are simple 
and easily followed. Here they are: 

1. Always use guards on power 
saws. 

2.Never let cut pieces pile up 
under the saw. 

3. If pieces do pile up, stop the 
saw before removing them. 

4. Never put your faith in the 
cockeyed notion that “accidents 
can’t happen to me.” 
YOUR FARM SHOP can be a dan- 

gerous spot if you aren’t care- 
ful. For instance, suppose you’re 
running a car or tractor motor. 
Carbon monoxide can sneak up on 
you before you know it. Using 
gasoline for cleaning in a closed 
building is risky, too. Takes just 
a tiny spark to set off a roomful 
of vapor.

First, it should be pointed out 
that the social security or the fed- 
eral old age and survivors’ insur- 
ance program is not voluntary. It 
is compulsory. Tax due under the 
program must be paid if ur 
hired man is covered é - 
gram.

1. He must have been employed 
by the farmer’ continuousl; 
(whether or not in farm work) 
for a full calendar quarter. This

So you'll have 
to use your own judgment on 
withholding the tax from your 
man’s wages. 

You can. take out the tax from 
each payment and give it back to 
him later if you find no tax is due. 
Or you can withhold the tax from 
a later check. 


You. as the employer, must 
match the hired man’s contribu- 
tion. The total amount, equal to 


three per cent of your hired man’s 
wages, is forwarded to the C 


lector of Internal Revenue n 
Form 941. (See next lette: nd 
mswer on getting the necessary 
iorms.) 





First Step For 
Farmer 


To the Editor: It looks as if 
my hired man will qualify for 
social security. Is there any 
place near here where I can 
get the necessary forms and 
get information when I need 
it? — 8S, P., Hamilton County, 
Iowa. 


Yes. You can get the first forms 
you will need and some informa- 
tion and help at the office of your 
county agent or county PMA com- 
mittee. 

Your first step, if you’re sure 
your hired man will meet the $50- 
in-60-days test, should be to file 
for what is called an “employer's 
identification number.” Go to your 


county PMA office or county 
agent. Ask for Form SS-4. Fil] it 


out and send it to the Collector of 
Internal Revenue for your district 
(where you send your income tax 
returns). 

The collector will assign you an 
identification number. He will also 
send you a booklet, Cireular A, 
which explains social security 
more fully. Near the end of each 
calendar quarter, he will send you 


Form 941. You are to fill out 
Form 941 and send it with the 
required amount of tax to the col- 


lector. 

Your hired man should go to the 
postmaster in your town and get 
Form SS-5. This is an application 
for a security number for 
him. It should be completed and 
sent to the nearest social security 
office. The postmaster can 
him the address.

In the new kitchen, a counter now 
separates the work unit from the rest of 
the room.

Potatoes 


I OMEMAKERS are becoming 
more and more conscious of 
the relationship between diet and 
health. Articles on nutrition are 
found in many different types of 
magazines. Commercial vitamins 
are in common use. Lectfires on 
diet come to us over the air. Gay- 
lord Houser’s “Look Younger, 
Live Longer” book has been a 
best seller for months. 

But what about our cookbooks? 
Have their recipes kept in touch 
with the new science in nutrition? 
Most of us who have attended 
classes in nutrition, or studied the 
magazine articles, are bewildered 


as to how to apply our little 
knowledge. 

Wasn’t it the popular writer, 
Paul de Kruif, who wrote that 


scathing essay on “The Case of 
the Murdered Vegetable”? He was 
referring to the white potato—the 
good, old standby in millions of 
American homes—famous for its 
calories and chiefly valuable for 
its amount of iron and Vitamin C. 





Often the first thing we 
housewives do is to peel the 
skins and at the same time re- 
move most of the minerals 
along with the skins. It may 
be, too, that we soak the pota- 
while before putting 
to boil—in lots of 


toes a 

them on 

water. 

Well, the C vitamins dissolve in 
water just as quickly as sugar dis- 
solves in hot coffee. But we blithe- 
ly drain the water off and enrich 
our kitchen sink alone. Then per- 
haps we whip air into them to 
make them good and fluffy. 

And thus we effectively kill 
such faint remnants of Vitamin C 
as might have escaped the soak- 
ing and boiling process. Tastes 
good? Why, yes. But where does 
it get us? 

We are informed that the chief 

weakness of American cookery 
lies in our preparation of vege- 
tables. Most of them are water- 
logged and tasteless, with much 
of their flavor and nutrients de- 
stroyed. No wonder so many peo- 
ple don’t care for vegetables. 
“Let’s Cook It Right” is a unique 
and scientific cookbook. It was 
written by Adelle Davis, consult- 
ing nutritionist and diet author- 
ity. It not only contains a variety 
of recipes designed to save nutri- 
tive values, but it’s fun to read. 
The book is published by Har- 
court, Brace & Company, and 
costs $3. It should pay for itself 
many times over if you follow its 
suggestions. You will chuckle 
over the author’s dry and down-to- 
earth humor. 
You will also be amazed at the 
new ways of cooking potatoes, for 
instance—not to mention soups, 
salads, meats and what-nots.—L.

Remove cellophane for a little 
while when moisture collects on 
it. The seeds may germinate in 
two weeks’ time, or they may re- 
quire several months. It is simply 
amazing what a variety of foliage 
and colors one gets from a single 
packet of seeds.

No Roosts For 
These Hens 


More Room Without Them, and Deep Litter 


Plus Ventilation Keep Houses Dry, Clean 


R OOSTS take up altogether too 
\ much room in a hen house. 
That’s what Leo Ellis, of Dallas 
county, Iowa, decided back in 
1949. So Ellis, for whom chickens 
1 major source of income, did 
with the roosts in his two 
21x60-foot laying houses. 

“I won’t put ’em back, either,” 
he says. “There’s a lot more room 
in here now.” 

Doesn’t this add up to a pretty 
filthy layout? Not at all. Deep lit- 
ter, good ventilation and natural 
distribution of droppings leave the 
litter dry and clean (see picture 
above). 

F.llis starts his deep litter with 
six inches of ground cobs. Then 

» adds about an inch every two 
weeks all winter. The houses are 








cleaned out completely once a 
year, in the spring. 

Each cement-floored house is di- 
vided into two 24x30-foot sections 
And Ellis follows an unusual as- 
sembly-line system in both build- 
ings. Here’s how it works: 

Chicks are brooded in the laying 
houses, stay right there until the 
following spring. As they grow, 
Ellis merely removes the brooder 
stoves and the low partitions used 
to separate hovers. Later he moves 
in the nests. Litter stays put for 
a year, with a new layer added 
every couple of weeks. 

Come the next spring, old hens 
are sold or moved to one of sev- 
eral older houses. Then houses 
are cleaned and disinfected, and a 
new bunch of chicks is started.

Wants Rent Control 
On Farms

is buying farms except the tenant 
farmer and the small farm owner. 

When a tenant tries to buy a 
farm, he has to bid against the 
city men and women who have 
and make more money. There are 
many places in the city where 
they could invest their money and 
leave the farms to the people who 
live on them and like farm life. 

And it is becoming the custom 
for city landlords to have a farm 
manager to look after their farms. 
The farm manager usually sees to 
it that there is an increase in rent, 
Such as taking half the receipts 
from eggs and poultry, raising 
cash rent for pasture land, having 
the tenant buy half the limestone 
and phosphate, expecting the ten- 
ant to do the skilled building and 
repair work. 

Too much farm income is going 
to the cities. If farm rent was not 
so high, the city people would not 
he so keen to buy farms to rent

Profits Not A 
Sure Thing 


You're wrong if you think 
this is 1941 or 1942 all over 
again. You might be in the 
soup if you plan to operate 
exactly as you did then. This 
article tells why. 





[pe SAM’S military budget 

will have a big effect on farm- 
ing in 1951. But the situation isn’t 
quite the same as during World 
War II. 

More military spending means 
factories running full blast. It 
means diverting more production 
from civilian to military goods. It 
means hunting up more factory 
labor. And putting more men in 
uniform. 


All those things happened in 
World War If. But here are 
two things that weren’t in the 
picture then: 


1. Under present plans, we'll 
spend from one-fifth to one-fourth 
of our national income for mili- 
tary purposes this year and next. 
But military spending in World 
War II climbed clear up to 40 per 
cent of our yearly income. So 
civilian goods won’t be as short 
now as they were then. That’s 
especially true of food. 

2. World War II had a definite 
time limit — until Germany and 
Japan were whipped. But we 
haven’t the slightest idea how long 
the present emergency will run. 
It might be three years. Or five. 
Or 20. 

What do these differences mean 
to you? Well, it was almost im- 
possible not to make money in 
World War II. Farm prices went 
up faster than costs. All you had 
to do was to expand your output. 


This time, costs could go up 
faster than farm prices. So the 
secret is greater efficiency, not 
just greater production, 


You don’t know how long in- 
creased production will be needed. 
So plan for the next 10 years, not 
just for 1951. Too much spurting 
now might leave you with deplet- 
ed soil fertility and overtaxed 
physical and managerial abilities 
before the emergency is over. Get 
ready for a cross-country run, not 
a 100-yard dash. 

Here’s the commodity outlook: 

CATTLE: There’s a lot of young 
cattle in the country, not so many 
short-termers. So the spread be- 
tween grades is widening. And 
there’ll be a shortage of well-fin- 
ished beef this spring and early 
summer. So the market will be 
unusually well supported for the

rN HIS IS the season of the year when 
& lot of us still have income tax 
time pretty well in mind. H. B. Howell, 
farm economist at Ames, points out 
that the keeping of an accurate set 
of farm records is quite a help at in- 
come tax time as well as in the way 


of determining just how the farm 
business is going. He advises the 


use of the inventory type of farm rec- 
ords which take into consideration all 
livestock, feed and other property on 


hand, and allows for equipment de- 
preciation, farm improvements, etc. 
WE PRESUME that there will be 


many sows mated during the month of 
January for May farrowed pigs. Con- 
dition of these sows is just as im- 
portant in January as it is for mating 
at any other time of the year and Wal- 
nut Grove can play a very important 
part in helping to keep these sows-in 
condition. Among our many custom- 
ers in Tama and Benton Counties, 
lowa, who use Walnut Grove in all of 
their feeding plans are the following: 
Duane Dostal, Harold Konicek, John 
Garbers, James W. Weaver, Henry 
Garbers, Earl Kuch and Harry L. An- 
dersen.

ALTHOUGH we’re pretty well along 
in the winter now, there is still the 
possibility of plenty of cold weather 
ahead. Chickens are affected by cold 
about as much as anything else on the 
farm. Hens knocked out of production 
because of careless management cer- 
tainly are not profitable hens. Pro- 
viding adequate warmth and ventila- 
tion in the laying house is just about 
as essential as providing adequate feed 
and water. ‘And don’t forget, poultry, 
like hogs and other stock on the farm, 


needs good minerals like Walnut 
Grove. 

OCCASIONALLY dairy farmers 
wonder just when to feed silage to 
calves. Iowa State College dairymen 
say it is all right to feed silage to 
young dairy calves after they are four 
months old. However, because silage 


is bulky, the amount fed ought to be 
limited to about two pounds a day at 
first and then gradually increased 
until the calves are given about eight 
pounds a day at six months of age. 
And of course, it’s important to make 
sure the silage is free from mold. 

THE FEEDING of mineral to cattle 
is becoming more and more important 
every year. Most of the cattlemen 
whom we contact, tell us that cattle 
mineral improves the hide and the hair 
condition of the animal. This certain- 
ly is a very important thing on market 
day.

NOW IS A pretty good time to make 
plans for setting out a windbreak.

PIGS FARROWED in the fall, es- 
pecially those that come in late Oc- 
tober and November, usually need 
more care than those farrowed at any 
other time of the year. If you want to 
avoid a “runty” bunch of late fall pigs, 
make sure that they have comfortable, 
dry quarters, well bedded and well 
ventilated and that they have an equal 
chance at feed, water and minerals 
with the other hogs being fed out. 

RATS ARE always a nuisance on 
any farm. They say three rats will eat 
as much feed each day as two top- 
producing laying hens. . In the case of 
a good hen it’s a pleasure to feed her 


because she gives you a nice return 
for your investment; but when it 
comes to the rats, the only returns are 
trouble, disease and damage. Rat- 
proofing buildings is one of the es- 
sentials in rat control. Concrete, con- 
crete blocks, hardware cloth and tin 


are good rat-proofing materials.

Which Hog Market? 


There are three dangers in compar- 
ing hog prices between two markets 
for a short time, then shipping to the 
higher market, says a University of 
Illinois marketing specialist. 

First, says W. J. Wills, price relation- 
ships between the two markets for the 
same weight and grade don't stay the 
same. For instance, in the period from 
July, 1948, to July, 1949, prices for 180- 
to-200-pound hogs on one local market 
varied from $1 below to a dime above 
prices for the same class at a terminal 
market. 

Second, just because a market offers 
the best price for one grade of hogs, 
it may not necessarily offer the best 
price for some other grade. 

Third, you can’t get anywhere by 
comparing top or average prices. In- 
stead, you have to compare prices on 
the weight and grade of hogs you have 
to sell,

A new world’s record for butterfat 
production—1,413.6 pounds in 365 days 
—has been set by a Carnation Milk
